AUDITORS'  REPORT. 

To  THE  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Springfield: — 

The  undersigned  town  auditors  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  various  accounts,  presented 
in  this  report  of  the  town  officers  and  find  the  payments 
named  have  been  duly  made,  and  receipts  of  cash 
are  as  stated. 

They  desire  to  call  attention  to  such  comment  as  may 
follow  any  division  of  accounts  as  presented,  and  to  the 
comparison  made  with  same  items  in  this  report  and  that 
ot  last  year.  From  such  comparison,  and  examination  of 
schedule  of  outstanding  indebtedness  it  will  be  evident 
where  the  increase  in  indebtedness  has  accrued  amounting 
to  nearly;$5500 
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Your  auditors  desire  to  acknowledge  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  disbursing  officers 
have  been  presented  especially  ia  the  matter  of  bills  for 
which  orders  have  been  given. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Eoad  Commissioner's 
Account  has  been  overdrawn  over  $500  with  $75  estimated 
unpaid  bills,  or  over  25  per  cent  ot  amount  of  Highway 
income.  Practically  this  overdraft  has  been  spent  on 
sidewalks,  and  without  full  authorization.  Notwithstand 
ing  heavy  overdrafts  have  occurred  in  preceding 
years,  we  believe  no  disbursing  officer  should  exceed  his 
appiopriatioa,  above  a  nominal  sum,  except  by  authoriza- 
tion of  the  town,  by  a  special  town  meeting  if  necessary. 

It  will  be  noticed  a  public  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  has 
been  set  out,  (with  the  private  Cemetery  Trust  funds, ) 
made  up  from  the  sale  of  burial  lots  since  1894,  the  year  of 
the  statute  authorizing  such  action,  and  you  may  be  called 
upon  to  take  some  action  in  this  matter. 

Section  No.  3060  of  the  Vermont  Statutes  reads  as 
follows: 

*^No  claim  for  personal  services,  except  where  com 
pensation  is  fixed  by  law  or  by  vote  of  the  town,  shall  be 
allowed  to  a  town  officer,  but  the  Auditors  shall  report 
such  claim,  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  services  at 
said  meeting." 

Under  this  Statute  we  recommen^^  the  passage  of  a 
resolution,  to  stand  until  rescinded,  giving  town  officers 
the  legal  right  to  draw  orders  to  themselves  directly  for 
services,  the  compensation  specified  by  law,  or  reasonable 
for  the  services  rendered. 

A  glance  at  the  Treasurer's  account  showing  the 
excess  of  the  current  expenditures  over  current  income, 
some  $2000,  would  indicate  a  greater  town  tax  than 
80  cents  is  necessary  to  pay  town  expenses  as  now  con- 
ducted, and  reduce  the  debt.  An  increase  in  the  grand 
list  seems  assured  for  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  Health  Officer. 

After  a  sanitary  survey  of  every  schoolhouse  in  town 
as  authorized  under  No.  102,  Laws  of  1896,  am  compelled 
to  state  that,  (with  the  exception  of  No.  7,  village  school 
building, )  I  did  not  find  them  in  as  good  condition  as  is 
desirable.  The  unsanitary  conditions  are  due  to  trusting 
the  care  of  the  buildings  to  incompetent  persons,  but 
owing  to  prompt  action  of  the  school  board  in  cooperating 
with  me,  the  conditions  will  be  much  improved  before  this 
report  is  published,  and  trust  due  supervision  will  here- 
after be  maintained.  In  the  exception  above  referred  to, 
the  buildings  in  No.  7  are  all  in  good  sanitary  condition 
and  ventilation  all  right. 

It  will  only  be  a  repetition  of  last  year's  report  to 
specify  the  faults  in  each  district,  but  I  do  wish  to  empha- 
size that  the  ventilation  is  simply  a  relic  of  the  dark 
ages,  in  nearly  every  instance  being  attained  overhead, 
and  can  only  say  that  if  schools  are  to  be  maintained  in 
these  districts  the  buildings  must  be  repaired  and  properly 
ventilated. 

I  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with  very 
few  exceptions,  the  sweeping  of  the  rooms  has  been  done 
in  the  morning  instead  of  at  night.  I  have  left  instruc- 
tions to  have  the  rooms  swept  at  night,  as  this  is  a  State 
regulation  and  must  be  enforced.    Respectfully  yours,

The  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Springfield  are  hereby  notified  to 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  third  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  transact  the  following  business: 

ARTICLE  I.

ARTICLE  IV. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  for  the 
support  of  the  Springfield  Brass  Band,  upon  condition  that  the  band 
give  concerts  in  the  Square  the  same  as  last  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  in 
addition  to  that  already  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Springfield 
Town  Library. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

To  make  appropriations  for  schools,  highways,  care  of  poor,  present 
indebtedness  of  the  town,  salaries  of  town  officers,  and  for  all  otherpur- 
poses  which  the  law  requires  or  which  the  town  may  legally  vote,  and 
to  provide  for  raising  a  tax  therefor.
